WASHINGTON. — Almost in the 
shadow o f a m onum ent erected in 
m em ory of m erchant seam en killed 
in the World w ar of 19 14-18, some 
50 m erchant vessels took refuge 
from I < -tile attack in the neutral 
p ort of Vigo, Sp ain, according 
to 
news 
disp atches, 
soon 
after 
the 
outbreak of Europ e's newest war. 
“ Vigo, with a magnificent harbor 
ex/ending nearly 19 miles inland, 
d situated on Sp ain’s Atlantic 
coa st just north of Portugal, p ro­ 
vides both a cap acious and a con­ 
venient refuge far ship s p ly ing the 
eastern Atlantic,” say s the National 
Geograp hic society . 
“ F rom anchorages in the blue 
w aters of the bay , the crews of 
visiting m erchantm en can see on 
a nearby hill the m em orial to their 
brethren of all nations who lost their 
lives during the conflict of a quarter 
century ago. Vigo then as now was 
a neutral p ort. 
“ Its location at a p oint where E u­ 
rop e reaches far out tow ard the New 
World has m ade Vigo an im p ortant 
p ort of call in recent y ears for ship s
